Follow  the  leaders 

When  the  editor  of  Pulse  closed  his  correspondence 
columns  to  the  question  of  Dr  Adrian  Rogers'  attacks 
on  the  pharmaceutical  profession — which  had  continued 
in  the  doctors'  newspaper  when  the  Sunday  Times 
became  tired  of  the  controversy — we  hoped  that  no 
more  would  have  been  heard  from  >he  doctor. 
Regrettably,  such  is  not  the  case,  and  Pulse  has  again 
provided  him  with  a  platform,  this  time  on  the  subject 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  evidence  to  the 
Royal  Commission  on  the  NHS  (p360). 

Dr  Rogers  claims  that  the  opening  of  part-time 
pharmacies  in  rural  areas  could  see  an  end  to  doctor 
dispensing.  Quite  so;  in  all  but  exceptional 
circumstances  that  would  be  the  intention,  since  the 
aim  is  to  give  the  public  access  to  a  full  pharmaceutical 
service  where  none  exists  at  present — and  to  implement 
the  oft  quoted  maxim  of  the  NHS  that  doctors  should 
prescribe  and  pharmacists  should  dispense. 

Apparently  unaware  of  the  Drug  Testing  Scheme, 
(perhaps  because  it  does  not  apply  to  dispensing 
doctors),  Dr  Rogers  says  that  pharmacists  are  free  from 
the  "disadvantage"  of  having  their  work  checked.  The 
scheme  does,  of  course,  provide  the  very  figures  for 
pharmacists'  errors  which  he  says  are  not  available; 
the  statistic  that  is,  in  fact,  lacking  is  the  number  of 
doctors'  and  receptionists'  errors  and  omissions 
corrected — overtly  in  only  the  more  extreme  cases — by 
the  pharmacist. 

Last  week  (C&D  p320),  Dr  Elston  Grey-Turner, 
secretary  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  called 
upon  doctors  and  pharmacists  to  "sink  their  rivalries". 
Hopefully,  Dr  Rogers  will  heed  the  warning  from  his 
own  leadership.  The  patient  has  much  to  gain  from  the 
two  professions  pulling  together  to  ensure  that  the 
benefits  that  each  can  provide  are  readily  available. 


All  is  change 


The  staff  compiling  the  1977  edition  of  the  Chemist  & 
Druggist  Directory,  which  is  now  available,  had  ample 
evidence  of  the  current  high  degree  of  fluidity  in  the 
business  world,  associated  with  the  changes  in  the 
social  and  economic  climate  in  the  past  few  years. 
The  number  of  companies,  businesses  and  other 
organisations  which  had  changed  their  address, 
telephone  number,  or  even  their  name,  or  whose 
ownership  or  sphere  of  activity  had  altered,  or  whose 
directors  or  senior  staff  had  changed  since  the  1976 
edition  was  very  large  indeed.

A  High  Court  judge  last  week  refused  to 
grant  Grunwick  Laboratories,  film  pro- 
cessors, an  injunction  preventing  strike 
supporters  from  picketing  pharmacies. 

The  following  day  pickets  reappeared 
outside  the  pharmacy  of  Mr  M.  Brody, 
Willesden  Green,  which  was  one  of  a 
number  of  pharmacies  picketed  last  month 
in  North-west  London.  The  action  was  a 
result  of  Grunwick's  long-standing  dispute 
with  the  Association  of  Professional 
Executive  and  Computer  Staff.  The  union 
later  decided  not  to  picket  pharmacies 
but  to  concentrate  on  "larger  sources". 

However,  last  Saturday  two  pickets 
stood  outside  Mr  Brody's  pharmacy  for 
about  half  an  hour — previously  he  was 
picketed  almost  all  day.  Mr  Brody  told 
C&D  that  the  two  carried  banners,  one 
saying  "Do  not  use  this  shop",  the  other 
saying  "Do  not  use  this  shop  for  photo- 
graphic work".  When  he  complained 
about  the  first  the  pickets  hid  it  behind 
the  second,  Mr  Brody  said. 

No  evidence  of  violent  behaviour 

In  the  High  Court,  Mr  Justice  Gibson 
decided  he  could  not  interfere  with  peace- 
ful picketing  in  a  trade  dispute.  The  firm 
could  put  forward  no  evidence  of  violent 
behaviour  he  said.  The  judge  decided  that 
to  restrain  the  dissemination  of  leaflets, 
which  the  pickets  had  distributed  pre- 
viously, would  be  to  "enjoin  the  strike 
committee  and  its  supporters  from  saying 
of  the  firm  things  that  they  claimed  were 
true  and  which  they  said  could  be  justified 
in  a  court  of  law."  The  hearing  began  in 
chambers  but  the  judge  later  opened  his 
court  because  of  the  public  importance 
of  the  issues  raised. 

Grunwick  claimed  that  picketing  phar- 
macies would  damage  their  business.  "It 
is  plain  that  some  shops  have  already 
ceased  trading  with  the  firm,  and  some 
commercial  damage  must  have  resulted," 
said  the  judge. 

The  injunction  was  sought  against  Mr 
Mahmood  Ahmed,  secretary,  APEX  strike 
committee,  Mr  Cyril  Shaw,  chairman, 
and  Mr  Roy  Anderson,  secretary,  Brent 
East  Labour  Party,  and  Mr  John  Dromey, 
secretary,  Brent  Trades  Council.  Mr 
Justice  Gibson  pointed  out  that  the  firm 
could  apply  again  for  an  injunction  at  a 
later  date,  putting  forward  more  evidence. 

A  spokesman  from  Grunwick  told  C&D 
that  the  company  was  hoping  to  study  a 
transcript  of  the  judge's  summing  up  to 
decide  whether  it  was  worth  appealing 
and  whether  a  stronger  case  could  be 
made.  He  felt  the  injunction  was  refused 
because  there  had  been  insufficient  evi- 
dence that  the  picketing  was  not  peaceful, 
as  defined  under  the  Trade  Union  and 
Labour  Relations  Act  1974.  Although 
APEX  had  declared  it  was  no  longer 
interested  in  pharmacies,  Grunwick  took 


the  matter  to  court  because  a  local  news- 
paper report  last  week  suggested  that 
pharmacy  picketing  was  likely  to  re-start. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  investi- 
gating Saturday's  incident  and  will  take 
immediate  and  strong  action  as  soon  as 
it  is  determined  who  the  pickets  were. 

Dr  Rogers  predicts  end 
of  doctor  dispensing 

The  opening  of  part-time  pharmacies  in 
rural  areas  could  see  the  end  of  gp 
dispensing  completely,  writes  Dr  Adrian 
Rogers  in  last  week's  Pulse. 

Recently  the  newspaper  closed  corres- 
pondence which  followed  Dr  Rogers' 
criticsm  of  pharmacists.  However,  in  this 
latest  article,  Dr  Rogers  finds  fault  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  evidence  to  the 
Royal  Commission  on  the  NHS.  On  the 
proposal  that  pharmacists  should  give 
advice  on  minor  ailments  he  says,  "Quite 
how  the  pharmacist,  completely  untrained 
in  the  field  of  clinical  medicine,  can 
decide  if  an  illness  is  trivial  or  not,  is  not 
mentioned". 

Because  the  pharmacist's  manipulative 
skills  are  now  rarely  needed  in  dispensing, 
according  to  Dr  Rogers,  he  has  "enhanced 
his  role  as  prescription  vettor  and  guard- 
ian of  the  patient  from  the  careless  doctor 
and  his  receptionist  .  .  .  Being  in  the 
position  of  having  his  work  checked  is 
one  disadvantage  the  pharmacist  is  free 
from  and  there  are  no  figures  given  for 
pharmacists'  errors." 

Dr  Rogers  sums  up  the  evidence  by 
saying,  "Some  doctors  are  bound  to  arrive 
at  the  conclusion  that  only  qualified 
doctors  should  be  allowed  to  sit  degrees 
in  pharmacy." 

Chemists  are  valuable 
if  used  properly 

The  kind  of  service  provided  by  the  phar- 
macy and  how  customers  can  save  money 
there,  are  the  subjects  of  last  week's 
Sunday  Times  Home  Truth  feature. 

John  Illman  points  out  that  there  are 
11,000  pharmacies  in  Britain — "used  prop- 
erly they're  a  valuable  service".  He  says 
that  "the  chemist,  rather  than  a  local 
store,  is  the  best  bet  for  non-prescription 
medicines  if  you  ask  for  BP  or  BPC 
preparations".  These  preparations  "tend 
to  be  cheaper  than  branded  products 
which  often  contain  the  same  ingredients". 

To  their  credit  many  chemists  point  out 
price  differences,  he  says,  and  yet  many 
customers  still  buy  the  more  expensive 
products.  Mr  Illman  blames  this  on  exten- 
sive drug  industry  advertising  but  recog- 
nises that  believing  in  a  medicine  is  half 
the  cure.  He  also  states  that  attractive 


At  a  dinner  held  recently  at  the  Carters 
Rest  Hotel,  Jedburgh,  Vestric  Ltd  made  a 
presentation  of  a  chain  of  office  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Scottish  Borders  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.

packaging  can  add  to  the  "curative 
authority"  of  branded  products,  and  that 
strip  and  blister  packs  are  safer  than 
traditional  bottles  and  products  packed 
that  way  will  remain  effective  for  longer. 

Querying  the  reliability  of  pharmacists 
advice,  Mr  Illman  reiterates  the  recent 
Which?  survey — suggesting  that  in  10  per 
cent  of  visits  to  170  pharmacies  researchers 
were  sold  unhelpful  medicines.  Because 
the  customer  is  more  likely  to  get  better 
advice  from  the  pharmacist  than  an 
assistant,  Mr  Illman  says  the  sensible 
approach  is  to  insist  on  seeing  the  pharma- 
cist if  advice  is  required,  calling  back 
later  or  going  elsewhere  if  he  is  not  avail- 
able. Customers  should:  work  out  before- 
hand what  advice  is  required;  not  buy 
more  medicine  than  necessary;  ask  for 
a  measuring  spoon  for  liquid  medicines 
and  ask  for  instructions  when  buying 
preparations  like  suppositories  or  pro- 
longed release  tablets,  not  fully  understood. 
Patients  are  advised  to  consult  a  doctor 
before  taking  non-prescription  medicines 
if  suffering  serious  long-term  disorders. 

"The  prominent  display  of  so  many 
dubious  cold  cures  may  reduce  your  con- 
fidence in  a  chemist",  Mr  Illman  says, 
"but  he  has  to  respond  to  public  demand 
to  stay  in  business — and  that  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult".  The  chemist  needs 
support  to  survive,  he  concludes. 

All  Unichem  rebates  to 
be  paid  next  week 

Unichem  Ltd  are  to  send  all  their  rebate 
cheques  out  to  members  next  week.  Earlier 
this  month  members  were  told  that, 
because  of  the  increasing  amount  of 
clerical  work  involved,  distribution  would 
be  "phased",  giving  priority  to  those  who 
were  paying  their  February  accounts. 

However,  Unichem  staff  have  now 
agreed  to  work  overtime  to  despatch  all 
the  cheques  at  once,  following  suggestions 
from  regional  committees  that  delays  in 
receiving  the  rebate  might  cause  difficulties 
at  £  time  when  advance  NHS  payments 
were  being  reduced. 
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PSNC  rejects  Department's 
reply  on  vaccines 


"Totally  unacceptable"  was  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Services  Negotiating  Committee's 
reaction  to  the  Department  of  Health's 
reply  concerning  the  supply  of  vaccines 
by  doctors.  The  Committee's  view  is  that 
the  supply  of  vaccines  for  use  in  general 
practice  is  the  pharmacist's  responsibility. 

The  Department's  reply  was  as  follows: 
"Under  paragraph  44.13  of  the  'Statement 
Df  fees  and  allowances  payable  to  general 
nedical  practitioners',  a  doctor  may  claim 
payment  for  vaccines,  anaesthetics,  injec- 
:ions  and  certain  diagnostic  reagents, 
where  these  have  been  personally  ad- 
ninistered  to  his  patients.  Payment  is 
nade  on  the  'Drug  Tariff'  basis  whether 
;he  doctor  is  a  'prescribing'  or  a  'dispens- 
ng'  doctor.  The  'Drug  Tariff'  basis  of 
payment  is  the  method  by  which  most 
dispensing  doctors  are  paid  for  the  pro- 
vision of  drugs  and  appliances  and  follows 
broadly  the  pharmacists'  system  of  pay- 
ment. The  cost  to  the  NHS  is  accordingly 
ipproximately  the  same  whether  the 
lispensing  is  carried  out  by  a  pharmacist 
>r  a  doctor. 

"There  has  been  provision  since  1948 
or  a  doctor  to  provide  drugs  which  are 
.dministered  by  him  in  person  and  this 
las  worked  to  the  advantage  of  both 
loctor  and  patient.  The  patient  does  not 
lave  to  make  a  journey  to  obtain  vaccine 
III  prescription  and  return  with  it  to  the 
urgery,  and  from  the  doctor's  point  of 
iew,  treatment  is  completed  in  one  consul- 
ation  instead  of  two. 

"Doctors  appear  to  use  the  arrange- 
nents  only  exceptionally — the  level  of 
□tal  payments  to  prescribing  doctors  for 
rugs,  etc  personally  administered  is 
113,000  (figure  for  1975/76  (England) 
.hich  is  the  latest  available).  The  indi- 
ations  are  that  the  bulk  of  this  was  in 
espect  of  influenza  vaccine,  and  it  may 
e  that  where  a  sizeable  number  of 
atients  has  to  be  vaccinated  (as  is  fre- 
uently  the  case  in  connection  with  the 
revention  of  influenza)  doctors  find  it 
tore  convenient  for  themselves  and 
atients  to  purchase  the  vaccine  in  bulk 
"om  a  pharmacist  or  manufacturer  rather 
lan  write  a  prescription  for  each  patient. 

atients  not  influenced 

In  our  view  there  is  little  likelihood 
lat  non-exempt  patients  would  be 
ifluenced  by  the  fact  that  vaccines 
:rsonally  administered  by  a  doctor  do 
Dt  attract  a  prescription  charge.  To  the 
ttent  that  patients  are  being  immunised 
ith  vaccines  obtained  other  than  through 
ie  pharmaceutical  services  we  accept  that 
>me  loss  of  charges  will  occur  but  we 
ould  not  consider  it  appropriate  to  intro- 
jce  what  in  effect  would  be  a  completely 
:w  charge  at  a  time  when  the  Govern- 
ient  is  committed  to  the  progressive 
Jolition  of  prescription  charges." 


It  was  reported  that  the  Department  had 
turned  down  the  Committee's  request  that 
the  pricing  bureaux  be  instructed  to  certify 
for  payment  items  about  which  there  had 
been  no  query  on  forms  FP10  which  also 
carried  items  which  had  to  be  returned  to 
the  contractor  for  elucidation.  The 
Department  had  said  that  complications 
in  accounting  and  certification  procedures 
would  be  introduced  which  could  lead  to 
further  delays  in  the  completion  of 
accounts.  It  had  also  pointed  out  that 
referred  prescriptions  would  have  already 
been  included  in  the  number  of  prescrip- 
tions used  to  calculate  the  80  per  cent 
advance  payment  and  would  again  be 
included  in  the  advance  payment  calcu- 
lation when  eventually  re-submitted  for 
payment.  However,  the  Committee  decided 
to  reiterate  its  request  for  full  initial 
pricing  of  all  not-queried  items. 

Representations  were  to  be  made  to  the 
Department  that  Progestasert  be  made 
available  on  FP10  and  that  special  con- 
sideration be  given  to  the  plight  of  a 
number  of  pharmacy  contractors  who  had 
already  supplied  this  medicated  device  to 
patients  on  FP10.  The  Committee  said  it 
would  not  support  a  suggestion  from  a 
manufacturer  that  doctors  use  self- 
adhesive  stickers  on  FP10  forms  setting 
out  the  correct  Drug  Tariff  descriptions  of 
prescribable  hosiery.  The  Committee  has 
decided  to  make  immediate  further  repre- 
sentations to  the  Department. 

Maximum  claim  on  notional  salary 

It  was  agreed  to  submit  a  claim  for  the 
maximum  permitted  increase  in  pro- 
prietors' notional  salary  to  be  effective 
from  January  1,  1977. 

The  Committee  considered  a  lengthy 
document  setting  out  the  arguments  for 
and  against  the  NHS  contract  being 
between  the  pharmacist  in  charge  of  the 
pharmacy  and  the  Family  Practitioner 
Committee  rather  than,  as  at  present, 
between  the  owner  of  the  business  and 
the  FPC.  The  document  had  been  pre- 
pared as  a  result  of  last  November's  LPC 
representative's  conference  at  which  Dorset 
LPC  had  proposed  a  motion  calling  for  a 
change  in  the  present  arrangement. 

After  examining  the  implications  for 
present  contractors  and  the  degree  of 
willingness  of  pharmacist  managers  to 
undertake  the  extra  responsibilities  the 
Committee  decided  to  prepare  a  detailed 
document  for  submission  to  the  next  LPC 
representative's  conference. 

The  Committee  was  totally  opposed  to 
any  form  of  averaged  prescription  pricing 
(suggested  in  the  Tricker  report)  and 
would  not  accept  it  under  any  circum- 
stances. This  view  would  be  made  clear  to 
the  Department. 

Cogent  arguments  had  been  assembled 
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by  the  Committee  in  support  of  its  con- 
tention that  the  convention  used  for 
reflecting  price  changes  of  proprietary 
preparations  should  be  brought  into  line 
with  that  for  standard  drugs  and  these 
would  be  urged  on  the  Department  at  a 
forthcoming  meeting  of  the  two  sides. 

The  Committee  decided  to  explore 
again  the  possibility  of  a  pension  scheme 
being  introduced  in  respect  of  the  general 
pharmaceutical  services  and  financed  from 
NHS  remuneration. 

The  chairman.  Mr  Ci.  T.  M.  David, 
expressed  his  thanks  on  behalf  of  the 
Committee  and  contractors  generally  to 
\1r  Harry  Stcinman,  OBE,  FPS,  on  his 
retirement  from  the  Prescription  Pricing 
Authority.  Mr  Steinman  had  put  a  great 
deal  of  effort  and  hard  work  into  the 
administration  of  the  Authority  and  its 
predecessor  the  Joint  Pricing  Committee 
over  very  many  years.  It  was  not  generally 
realised  how  much  ol  one's  personal  time 
could  be  taken  up  by  an  appointment  of 
this  kind  and  contractors  owed  an 
immense  debt  to  Mr  Steinman,  he  said. 

Glasgow  campaign  starts 

Greater  Glasgow  Health  Board  is  running 
a  disposal  of  unwanted  medicines  cam- 
paign until  March  31. 

Every  pharmacy  is  being  provided  with 
material  in  which  to  collect  the  drugs, 
and  staff  of  the  School  of  Pharmaceutical 
Sciences,  Strathclyde  University,  will 
analyse  samples.  About  4,000  posters  are 
being  issued  to  surgeries,  health  centres, 
libraries,  etc,  and  25,000  leaflets  advising 
on  proper  use  and  storage  of  medicines 
have  been  produced  for  pharmacists  to 
hand  to  patients.  A  total  of  45  spots  will 
publicise  the  campaign  on  Radio  Clyde. 
The  public  are  being  encouraged  to  obtain 
medicine  cabinets  which  cannot  be  opened 
by  young  children.

Cosmetics 
sales  trends 


A  new  spirit  of 
rivalry  for  the 
racing  tracks — 
the  cigarette 
brands  against  the 
anti-smoking 
product! 
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Figures  published  by  IPC  Magazines  Ltd 
in  the  Cosmetics  and  Toiletries  Survey  for 
1 976  indicate  that  only  nine  out  of  38 
possible  categories  showed  an  increase  in 
the  chemists'  percentage  share.  The  data 
were  compiled  by  questioning  women 
between  the  ages  of  13  and  64. 

One  of  the  questions  in  the  survey  asks 
where  various  products  were  last  obtained 
and  whereas  Boots  sales  were  up  in  only 
eight  categories,  those  for  "other  chemists" 
showed  an  increase  in  twelve — setting 
lotions  and  gels  which  add  colour;  hair 
bleaches  and  colourants ;  moisturisers ; 
make-up  remover  pads ;  toners  and 
astringents ;  face  masks  and  packs ;  per- 
fume essences  ;  toilet  waters  and  Colognes  ; 
body  lotions  and  creams ;  fresheners  and 
deodorants  for  the  feet ;  talcum  and  baby 
powder;  and  men's  aftershave  bought  by 
women. 

Boots'  percentage  dropped  in  each  of 
these  categories  except  toners,  astringents 
and  fresheners,  and  deodorants  for  the 
feet;  their  figures  improved  in  the  follow- 
ing categories :  false  eyelashes ;  rouges, 
blushers  and  shaders ;  cleansers;  skin 
nourishers ;  hand  creams  and  lotions ;  bath 
additives. 

New  category 

Greatest  market  share  for  "other 
chemists"  occurred  in  a  new  product 
category — spot  removers — at  42  per  cent. 
Introduced  in  January  1976  only,  no  pre- 
vious figures  are  available  for  comparison  ; 
Boots'  share  of  the  category  was  38  per 
cent.  Second  highest  for  "other  chemists" 
was  for  home  perms  at  37  per  cent  (a 
stable  figure  from  those  previously 
released  in  mid-term  1967),  compared 
with  another  stable  figure  of  27  per  cent 
in  Boots. 

The  highest  percentage  share  for  Boots 
was  in  the  depilatories  market,  48  per 
cent,  consistent  with  previous  data,  com- 
pared with  28  per  cent  in  "other  chem- 
ists"— a  drop  of  2  per  cent. 

The  category  with  the  highest  total 
figure,  taking  both  Boots  and  "others", 
was  the  spot  remover  (80  per  cent), 
followed  by  depilatories  (76  per  cent)  and 
make-up  remover  pads  (73  per  cent). 

The  lowest  total  figure  for  Boots  and 
"others"  comes  in  the  perfume  essence 
category  at  23  per  cent — Boots  12  per 
cent,  a  stable  figure,  "others"  1 1  per  cent, 
an  increase  of  1  per  cent.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  while  department  stores, 
including  Woolworths,  Marks  &  Spencers, 
British  Home  Stores  and  Littlewoods,  had 
1 1  per  cent  of  this  market,  and  grocery 
stores  less  than  0  5  per  cent.  41  per  cent 
of  the  women  questioned  received  their 
perfume  as  a  gift ;  38  per  cent  received 
toilet  water  and  Cologne  in  that  way  too. 
Boots  have  15  per  cent  of  this  market,  a 


stable  figure,  and  "others"  12  per  cent,  an 
increase  of  1  per  cent ;  department  stores 
1 1  per  cent  and  predictably  grocers  less 
than  0  5  per  cent.  Of  the  possible  variants 
available — liquid,  spray,  cream  or  stick — 
53  per  cent  preferred  a  spray  perfume 
essence  and  55  per  cent  preferred  spraying 
on  their  toilet  water  or  Cologne. 

Areas  in  which  the  grocers  do  well  are 
shampoos  with  24  per  cent — Boots  have 
29  per  cent  (stable)  and  "others"  21  per 
cent  (a  drop  of  1  per  cent),  and  tooth- 
pastes or  powders  with  39  per  cent — Boots 
22  per  cent  (stable)  and  "others"  16  per 
cent  (stable). 

No  saccharin  alarm 

British  reaction  to  the  impending  ban  on 
the  use  of  saccharin  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States  appears  to  be  "no  cause  for 
alarm  at  the  moment". 

The  Department  of  Health  is  awaiting 
a  report  from  the  Toxicity  subcommittee 
which  reviews  all  research  findings.  Up  to 
now  the  subcommittee  has  found  no  cause 
to  advise  the  Department  of  any  concern 
on  saccharin. 

A  spokesman  for  Beecham  Foods  who 
use  saccharin  in  their  drinks  said  the 
company  remains  confident  that  there  is 
no  reason  to  believe  the  replacement  of 
sugar  by  saccharin  in  certain  selected  pro- 
ducts would  prove  to  be  a  risk  to  health". 

A  spokesman  for  Boots,  the  major 
manufacturer  of  saccharin,  told  C&D 
there  was  absolutely  no  reason  for  restrict- 
ing its  use  and  that  the  Canadian  experi- 
ments were  based  on  extremely  high  doses 
of  saccharin  fed  to  rats.  The  company 
was  keeping  in  close  touch  with  the 
situation  however. 

A  spokesman  at  the  United  States 
Embassy  said  the  ban  was  not  definite 
but  recommended  at  the  moment.  She  said 
a  possible  alternative  to  saccharin  would 
be  aspartame,  which  was  undergoing  tests, 
but  this  was  not  yet  on  the  market. 

February  register  losses 

The  latest  monthly  corrections  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  register  of  prem- 
ises records  a  net  loss  of  10  pharmacies 
in  February.  In  England,  15  premises 
were  closed  and  eight  new  premises  opened 
(one  closed  and  one  opened  in  London). 
In  Wales,  two  closed  and  none  opened : 
in  Scotland  two  closed  and  one  opened. 
□  January's  corrections  (C&D.  February 
26,  p245)  should  have  given  a  total  of  28 
closures  in  England  with  a  net  loss  of  13 
and  not  as  stated.

Mr  David  Ennals,  Secretary  for  Social 
Services  has  agreed  that  the  proposed 
health  education  campaign  on  the  correct 
use  of  medicines  should  stress  the  role  of 
pharmacists.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  welcomed  his  decision  as  a  positive 
step  forward  for  the  profession.

News  in  Brief 

□  Chemist  and  appliance  contractors  in 
Northern  Ireland  during  December  1976 
dispensed  a  total  of  1.017.875  prescriptions 
(627.040  forms)  at  a  total  cost  of

□  The  British  Medical  Association's 
Special  Representative  Meeting  last  week 
approved  the  proposal,  put  forward  in 
the  BMA's  draft  evidence  to  the  Royal 
Commission  on  the  NHS,  that  patients 
should  pay  for  the  service  at  time  of  use 
(C&D,  February  5,  p!33). 
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Training 

At  the  March  meeting  of  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the 
education  committee  disclosed  that  it  had  had  before  it  an  application  for 
recognition  of  a  health  centre  as  a  suitable  place  for  pre-registration 
training.  Mr  J.  E.  Balmford,  chairman  of  the  committee,  said  that  they  were 
facing  a  new  situation  and  were  asking  for  advice  and  guidance  from  all 
sources.  The  committee  thought,  he  said,  that  contact  with  doctors  would 
be  good  for  students.  (And  good  for  doctors,  too,  perhaps.)  It  was  all  part 
of  a  graduate's  development  and  education,  and  all  that  was  lacking  was 
commercial  involvement  in  the  selling  of  medicines.  That,  in  Mr  Balmford's 
view,  should  not  debar  the  premises. 

In  saying  that,  Mr  Balmford  seemed  to  me  to  be  putting  forward  the  only 
possible  conclusion.  The  byelaws  do  not  contain  any  reference  to  health 
centres,  but  they  are  emphatic  on  the  need  for  a  registered  pharmacist 
supervising  the  postgraduate  "experience".  Council  may,  at  their  discretion, 
designate  any  pharmaceutical  establishment  as  unacceptable  for  the 
purpose.  On  the  other  hand  it  might  approve  an  establishment  other  than 
those  specified  in  the  byelaws.  I  was  very  much  surprised  to  see  from  the 
report  of  the  meeting  that  the  committee's  recommendations  had  provoked 
considerable  argument  and  that,  for  one  reason  or  another,  Messrs  C.  C.  B. 
Stevens,  M.  Gordon  and  D.  Sharpe  were  not  in  favour  of  the  proposal, 
though  none  of  the  reasons  advanced  seemed  to  me  to  carry  conviction. 

The  health  centre  would  provide  opportunities  for  the  co-operation  of 
pharmacy  and  medicine,  beyond  the  normal  found  in  retail  practice,  and  in 
that  respect  the  graduate  would  gain  valuable  experience.  Pharmacy  should 
always  seek  to  take  its  professional  place  at  all  levels.  To  have  rejected 
the  recommendation  would,  with  the  increasing  number  of  health  centres 
to  which  Mr  Albert  Howells  referred,  have  been  difficult  to  justify. 


Press-worthiness 

The  Council  also  had  before  them  the  format  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference.  It  had  been  agreed  by  the  Council  that,  from  1979  onwards,  the 
branch  representatives  meeting  should  be  held  on  the  Monday  of 
Conference  week  and  that  the  Conference  itself  should  not  start  until 
Tuesday.  Mr  Harry  Steinman,  who  has  a  very  long  experience,  did  not 
approve,  saying  that  such  an  experiment  had  been  tried  before  and  had 
been  a  failure. 

There  are  one  or  two  possible  objections  which  spring  to  mind.  Anyone 
attending  the  Conference  who  has  an  interest  in  matters  scientific  would 
have  still  more  claims  on  his  attention  if  he  were  anxious  to  attend 
professional  sessions  and  the  deliberations  of  the  branch  representatives. 
It  may  be,  also,  that  the  annual  meeting  gains  from  the  presence  of  branch 
representatives  in  the  capital  at  that  time.  There  is  also  the  question  of 
convenience.  One  thinks  of  the  problems  of  attending  a  venue  such  as  St. 
Andrews  for  only  one  day,  and  if  the  decision  were  in  any  way  to 
circumscribe  the  centres  at  which  the  Conference  is  neld  it  would  be  a  pity. 


Own  ambassador 

I  agree  entirely  with  Mr  J.  P.  Kerr  in  the  matter  of  reforming  the 
Conference  so  that  publicity  became  one  of  its  main  aims.  Mr  Kerr  considers 
that  would  be  wrong.  "Press-worthiness"  and  public  relations  are  not  a 
suitable  subject  for  the  Conference.  I  have  felt  that  that  has  occupied  too 
prominent  a  place  in  recent  times.  The  best  ambassador  for  pharmacy  is  the 
pharmacist  himself.  Public  relations  exercises  can  be  over  done.

VNfestminster 
report 

Adverse  reactions  not  clear 
with  multiple  vaccines 

In  a  written  Commons  reply  to  Mr  Jack 
Ashley,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Social 
Services,  Mr  David  Ennals,  stated  that 
the  total  number  of  reports  of  suspected 
adverse  reactions  to  the  more  frequently 
used  vaccines  in  1976  was  as  follows: 
influenza  61,  oral  polio  29,  polio  inacti- 
vated 1,  measles  49,  rubella  13,  pertussis 
67,  TAB  6,  BCG  17,  smallpox  9,  tetanus 
16,  grass  pollen  3.  One  death  was  recorded 
for  each  of  the  following  vaccines :  influ- 
enza, smallpox,  tetanus. 

Mr  Ennals  pointed  out  that  a  causal 
relationship  between  the  reactions  and 
the  use  of  the  vaccine  has  not  necessarily 
been  established.  In  many  cases  several 
vaccines  were  given  simultaneously  and 
it  is  not  clear  to  which  vaccine,  if  any, 
the  suspected  reaction  should  be  attributed. 
For  example,  most  patients  receiving  per- 
tussis vaccine  also  received  diphtheria  and 
tetanus  vaccines  (in  a  "triple"  vaccine) 
and  a  large  number  would  also  receive 
polio  vaccine  simultaneously. 

Proprietaries  sponsorship 
transferred  to  DHSS 

Replying  to  Mr  Edwin  Wainwright,  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Industry,  Mr  Eric 
Varley,  said  that  at  present  sponsorship 
responsibilities  for  the  pharmaceutical 
production  industry  are  divided  between 
the  DHSS  and  the  Department  of  Industry. 
It  has  now  been  decided  that  it  would  be 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  industry  as  a 
whole  that  there  should  be  a  common 
sponsorship  for  all  products  of  the  phar- 
maceutical industry.  Functional  responsi- 
bility for  sponsorship  of  proprietary 
medicines  has  therefore  been  transferred 
to  the  DHSS. 

Time-off  for  public  duties 

Mr  Albert  Booth,  Secretary  of  State  for 
Employment,  announced  in  the  Commons 
that  it  is  intended  to  bring  into  operation 
on  April  6,  Section  59  of  the  Employ- 
ment Protection  Act  1975,  which  gives 
employees  the  right  to  reasonable  time  off 
work  for  important  public  duties.

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Diagnosis  and  therapy  for  the  retail  pharmacist — 1 


Acne 

by  Professor  Peter  A.  Parish,  MD,  FRCGP 


Acne  vulgaris 

A  common  inflammatory  skin  disorder 
of  the  sebaceous  glands.  It  aftects  areas  of 
the  skin  where  these  glands  are  large  and 
numerous  particularly  at  puberty,  a  time 
when  they  are  most  active.  It  is  considered 
to  be  caused  by  the  effect  of  androgens  on 
the  hair  follicles  and  sebaceous  glands. 
Signs  Acne  vulgaris  affects  the  face,  neck 
and  upper  trunk  and  is  most  common  in 
teenagers.  It  is  characterised  by  black- 
heads, pustules,  papules,  nodules  and 
infected  cysts.  There  is  a  wide  spectrum  of 
extent  and  severity,  from  a  few  blackheads 
on  the  face  to  a  widespread  acne  with 
nodules  and  scarring.  Two  types  of  bac- 
teria have  been  isolated  from  inflamma- 
tory lesions — S.  Albus  and  Corynebac- 
terium  acnes,  but  their  significance  is  not 
fully  understood.  The  scalp  may  be  scurfy. 
Incidence  Onset  is  just  before  and  during 
puberty.  Duration  depends  on  the  severity 
— usually  lasts  for  about  one  year  but 
rarely  may  go  on  into  middle  age  and 
beyond. 

Contributory  factors  Chocolate,  nuts, 
milk,  cola  drinks  appear  to  be  contribu- 
tory factors  in  some  patients.  Suspected 
foods  should  be  eliminated  one  at  a  time 
for  a  period  of  about  four  weeks  making 
sure  that  the  overall  diet  is  adequate. 
Picking,  rubbing,  squeezing  may  produce 
scarring.  Acne  is  often  worse  in  winter 
and  in  humid,  hot  weather,  also  during 
menstruation. 

Treatment  Varies  according  to  severity. 
Adolescents  with  severe  acne  need  re- 
assurance and  support. 
General — washing  night  and  morning  with 
a  good  toilet  soap  helps.  Cleansing  the 
skin  with  a  detergent  (eg  cetiimide)  or  an 
antiseptic  (eg  hexachlorophane)  may  help 
some  patients.  A  warm  damp  towel 
|  pressed  on  the  face  for  about  ten  minutes 
may  help  the  removal  of  blackheads  but 
picking  and  squeezing  may  delay  healing 
and  produce  scars. 

Topical  applications — there  is  no  specific 
treatment  for  acne  and  it  is  often  neces- 
sary to  ring  the  changes.  Treatment  is 
usually  aimed  at  de-greasing,  drying  and 
exfoliating  the  skin.  Preparations  contain- 
ing sulphur,  resorcinoL  salicylic  acid  or 
benzoyl  peroxide  are  used  for  this  pur- 
pose, so  too  is  ultra  violet  light  and 
tretinoin  (retinoic  acid),  a  vitamin  A 
metabolite.  These  preparations  may  irri- 
tate and  initially  cause  redness  and  peeling 
but  after  a  few  weeks  this  local  reaction 
becomes  less  severe. 

Some  preparations  contain  an  abrasive 
such  as  alum  oxide  and  some  contain 
detergents  or  antiseptics  such  as  benzal- 
Ikonium,   cetrimide    or  hexachlorophane. 

(Topical  antibiotics  may  be  used  eg  neo- 
mycin and  chloramphenicol,  and  a  topical 
steroid  with  an  antibiotic  may  be  effective 


in  some  patients,  although  most  skin 
specialists  are  against  the  use  of  topical 
antibiotics  because  of  the  risk  of  sensi- 
tisation.  The  combination  with  hydrocor- 
tisone may  mask  this  effect  and  long 
continued  use  of  corticosteroids  may  pro- 
duce wasting  of  the  skin,  some  may  be 
absorbed  and  severe  reactions  may  be 
produced  in  the  presence  of  a  primary 
skin  infection  eg  impetigo.  Topical  applica- 
tions should  be  non-greasy  and  in  the  form 
of  pastes  or  lotions. 

Oral  antibiotics — in  severe  acne  the  aim 
of  therapy  is  to  try  to  prevent  oil  produc- 
tion and  to  control  inflammalion.  For  this 
purpose  a  broad  spectrum  antibiotic  such 
as  tetracycline  may  be  used  in  a  small 
dose  daily  for  several  weeks.  It  is  often 
better  to  start  with  a  full  therapeutic  dose 
for  about  five  days  and  then  taper  down 
to  a  small  maintenance  dose.  However,  if 
the  antibiotic  is  stopped  abruptly  the  acne 
may  flare-up  again  and  there  are  reports 
of  superinfection  occurring  and  the  devel- 
opment of  folliculitis  from  gram-negative 
bacteria. 

Oestrogens — androgen  seems  to  be  a  caus- 
ative factor  in  acne  therefore  the  use  of 
an  oestrogen  is  rational  since  it  will 
suppress  the  production  of  androgens  by 
the  gonads,  but  its  use  in  maies  is  limited 
because  of  adverse  effects.  However  in 
young  women  the  use  of  an  oestrogen 
preparation  may  be  effective  in  doses 
designed  to  suppress  ovulation.  For  this 


purpose  any  of  the  oral  contraceptive  pre- 
parations is  appropriate,  particularly  those 
with  a  higher  oestrogen  content  but  note 
the  correlation  between  oestrogen  content 
and  risks  from  thrombo-embolic  disorders. 
Surgical  skinning  (dermabrasion)  may  be 
indicated  in  severe  scarred  and  nodular 
acne  but  this  leaves  the  skin  sensitive  to 
wind  and  sun  for  several  weeks  and  pig- 
mentation may  develop. 

Acne  rosacea 

Signs  Accentuation  of  the  normal  flush 
reaction  of  the  face — particularly  the  nose, 
cheeks  and  forehead  (butterfly  distribu- 
tion). Telangiectasis  (dilation  of  the  capil- 
laries of  the  skin),  blackheads,  papules, 
pustules  and  sometimes  increased  growth 
of  tissue  on  the  nose  (rhinophyma)  may 
occur.  It  is  principally  a  cosmetic  prob- 
lem. Rarely,  inflammation  vt  the  cornea 
(keratitis)  may  occur  which  can  lead  to 
blindness. 

Differential  diagnosis  Drug  eruptions 
caused  by  bromides  or  iodides  and  discoid 
lupus  erythematosus  (a  nodular  skin  con- 
dition of  the  face  caused  by  certain  drugs 
and  also  thought  to  be  an  auto  immune 
disease). 

Incidence  Acne  rosacea  is  more  common 
in  middle  age,  particularly  in  fair  skinned 
individuals.  It  runs  in  families  and  there  is 
a  certain  amount  of  mystique  surrounding 
its  aetiology. 

Contributory  factors  Coffee,  tea,  choco- 
late, nuts,  hot  or  cold  foods,  spiced  foods 
and  temperature  changes  are  lsually  listed 
as  contributory  causes,  so  are  psychologi- 
cal factors  and  disorders  ol  the  upper 
gastro-intestinal  tract. 
Treatment  Similar  to  that  of  mild  acne 
vulgaris.  Topical  steroids  should  not  be 
used.  Associated  seborrhoeic  dermatitis  of 
the  scalp  may  respond  to  shampoos  con- 
taining salicyiic  acid,  sulphur  or  selenium 
sulphide.  Dermabrasion  may  be  necessary 
in  severe  cases. 
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Evidence  to  Royal  Commission  on  NHS 

Pharmacist's  role  should  be 
extended  says  PSNI 

In  its  evidence  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  National  Health  Service,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland  points  out  that  pharmacy  is  the  only 
profession  in  which  graduates  are  trained  in  all  aspects  of  drugs  and  arc  able  to  relate 
their  own  speciality  to  the  full  range  of  activities  leading  to  the  provision  of  medicines 
to  the  public.  The  Society  advocates:  continuing  education :  redesign  of  prescription 
forms:  pharmacists  to  instruct  doctors  in  prescription  writing:  patient-record  keeping : 
extension  of  the  range  of  services  provided  by  the  pharmacist. 


The  integration  of  the  health  and  social 
services  which  took  place  in  Northern 
Ireland  in  October,  1973,  has  resulted  in 
the  formation  of  four  area  health  and 
social  services  boards  together  with  a  vast 
increase  in  the  number  of  administrative 
staff  employed.  There  is  considerable  con- 
fusion about  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  some  members  of  the  administrative 
team  and  decisions  are  often  difficult  to 
obtain  without  protracted  correspondence. 
Unlike  the  pre-1973  structure,  the  present 
one  appears  unwieldy  with  a  multiplicity 
of  personnel  that  serves  to  confuse  and 
irritate  those  providing  services  directly  to 
the  public. 

If  it  is  accepted  that  the  new  pyramidal 
structure  of  management  is  likely,  in  the 
end,  to  prove  the  more  efficient  then 
pharmaceutical  administration  has  been 
neglected.  The  staff  commission  recom- 
mendation to  impose  upon  the  Noel  Hall 
area  pharmaceutical  officer  already  in  post 
the  additional  task  of  dealing  with  the 
community  pharmacy  sector  has  been 
wrong.  Pharmacy  should  have  had  posts 
for  pharmaceutical  administrators  charged 
with  co-ordinating  all  the  pharmaceutical 
service  as  has  been  the  case  with  the 
other  health  professions. 

Pharmacy,  which  is  a  profession  in  its 
own  right  with  direct  responsibility  to 
patients,  is  concerned  with  every  aspect  of 
drugs  and  medicines,  their  synthesis  or 
isolation,  their  manufacture,  control,  distri- 
bution and  use.  It  is  the  only  profession 
in  which  graduates  have  obtained  instruc- 
tion in  all  these  aspects  before  they  are 
registered  to  practise.  This  means  that  no 
matter  which  branch  of  the  profession  they 
enter  and  no  matter  how  specialised  their 
work  might  be  within  that  branch,  they 
are  able  to  relate  their  own  activity  to  the 
full  range  of  activities  which  ultimately 
lead  to  the  provision  of  medicines  to  the 
general  public. 

Education  and  training 

The  continuing  development  of  increas- 
ingly complex  chemical  substances  possess- 
ing specific  and  often  extremely  potent 
therapeutic  effects  underlines  the  need  not 
only  to  provide  a  high  standard  of 
academic  and  practical  training  for  those 
who  wish  to  practise  as  pharmacists  but 
a  full  "on-going"  postgraduate  pro- 
gramme of  education  to  ensure  the 
pharmacists  maintain  their  proficiency. 
(1)  Content  of  graduate  course  should  be 
kept   under   review   to   ensure   that  the 


increasing  importance  of  the  pharmacist's 
advisory  and  administrative  roles  is  reflec- 
ted and  supported  by  the  curriculum  of 
the  university  course. 

(2)  Postgraduate  education  should  be 
organised  by  full-time  directors  who 
should  be  jointly  appointed  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Social  Services,  uni- 
versity and  professional  body  ie  the 
Society  whose  statutory  duty  in  the  field 
of  education  should  be  actively  supported 
by  financial  assistance  from  the  DHSS. 

(3)  Provision  should  be  made  for  an  in- 
crease in  the  number,  variety  and  scope 
of  university  courses  leading  to  MSc,  and 
PhD  in  pharmaceutical  sciences. 

(4)  Pharmaceutical  practitioners  should  be 
encouraged  to  attend  postgraduate  courses 
by  improving  grants  towards  expenses.  An 
attendance  allowance  should  be  introduced 
along  the  same  lines  as  that  for  medical 
practitioners  and  "in  service"  training 
should  be  introduced  for  pharmacists  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Contractual  services 

The  major  proportion  of  the  costs  of  the 
pharmaceutical  service  arises  from  the 
ingredient  cost  of  the  prescribed  medi- 
cines and  considerable  saving  could  be 
achieved  without  seriously  affecting  the 
prescribing  rights  of  the  GP.  Additional 
saving  in  the  costs  of  the  paramedical 
staff  and  receptionists  employed  at  surgery 
level  could  also  be  achieved  by  adopting 
the  following  recommendations: 

(1)  The  prescription  form  should  be  re- 
designed and  the  system  of  doctor 
prescribing  standardised  to :  The  thera- 
peutic agent;  the  dose  per  day;  the 
number  of  days  treatment. 

(2)  The  maximum  period  of  treatment 
should  be  laid  down  by  regulations  and 
the  pricing  bureaux  should  be  instructed 
to  limit  payment  for  any  one  drug  to  the 
maximum  period. 

(3)  Prescription  writing  by  ancillary  staff 
should  be  discouraged.  Repeat  prescrip- 
tions should  be  ordered  on  repeat  pre- 
scription pads  and,  for  chronic  illness, 
medicine  should  be  ordered  on  three  part 
forms.  The  pharmacist  should  be  able  to 
monitor  treatment  and  adverse  reactions 
for  the  doctors  when  prescriptions  are 
being  repeated.  To  help  monitor  treat- 
ment, the  pharmacist  should  get  the  same 
information  as  the  doctors  from  the  Medi- 
cines Commission  and  the  Safety  of  Drugs 
Committee.  To  improve  doctors'  prescrib- 
ing,   pharmacists    should    be   given  the 
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opportunity  to  instruct  student  doctors  in 
prescription  writing. 

(4)  Each  patient  should  be  registered  at  a 
pharmacy  and  the  pharmacist  should 
maintain  a  system  of  patients'  records. 
Incompatible  or  excessive  quantities  of 
prescribed  medicines  (some  of  which  may 
be  subject  to  abuse  eg  Morgadon)  could 
be  spotted  and  the  doctor  alerted. 

(5)  Collaboration  should  be  encouraged 
between  clinical  pharmacologists  and 
information  pharmacists  and  to  facilitate 
the  availability  of  unbiased  information 
on  drugs  and  medicines,  pharmaceutical 
information  centres  and  individual  phar- 
maceutical practitioners  should  become 
the  major  sources  of  information  for  GPs. 

(6)  Pharmacists  should  be  consulted  at  the 
earliest  possible  stage  when  the  site  of  a 
new  health  centre  or  group  practice  is 
being  planned  in  order  to  ensure  a  proper 
pharmaceutical  service  for  the  patient ; 
and  the  public's  convenience  of  access 
should  be  given  greater  consideration.  The 
Government  should  press  forward  with  a 
scheme  for  planned  distribution  and 
rationalisation  of  pharmaceutical  services 
as  already  sought  by  the  pharmaceutical 
profession.  With  the  help  of  Government 
subsidies  every  part  of  the  country  should 
have  reasonable  access  to  pharmaceutical 
services  and  doctor  dispensing  limited  to 
those  areas  where  the  public  would  other- 
wise experience  serious  difficulty  in  having 
prescriptions  dispensed  by  a  pharmacist. 
Where  domiciliary  health  care  teams  are 
being  organised,  pharmacists  should  be 
included  to  advise  on  proper  storage  and 
use  of  medicines. 

Primary  care 

The  present  contribution  of  the  general 
practice  pharmacist  in  the  area  of  primary 
medical  care  is  very  considerable.  In  a 
survey  in  1973  of  the  Northen  Ireland 
pharmacies  there  was  a  28  per  cent  return 
and  in  the  sample  it  was  shown  that  for 
every  ten  prescription  items  dispensed  the 
pharmacist  was  concerned  with  the  supply 
of  2  58  sales  of  medicines  and  with  pro- 
viding a  health  advisory  service  to  one 
member  of  the  general  public.  The  value 
of  this  comprehensive  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice provided  from  every  pharmacy  is 
two-fold.  Firstly  the  general  public  has 
immediate  and  convenient  access  to  a 
member  of  a  health  profession  trained  to 
assess  the  nature  and  actions  of  medicines. 
From  the  pharmacist  the  general  public 
receives  objective  advice  on  how  to  treat 
the  symptoms  being  experienced  or  is 
advised  to  seek  medical  advice. 

Secondly  the  remedies  supplied  by  the 
pharmacist  or  the  medicines  requested  for 
self-medication  are  monitored  to  ensure 
that  they  suit  the  reported  conditions  and 
so  give  optimum  drug  therapy.  No  other 
outlet  for  the  sale  of  medicines  has  this 
motivation  and  the  trained  staff  to  pro- 
vide such  a  service.  Indeed  no  other 
outlet  save  the  pharmacy  places  public 
health  above  profit.  A  very  high  percent- 
age of  the  general  public  use  the  services 
of  the  community  pharmacy  as  their  first 
preference  (it  has  been  suggested  by  Dr 
R.  V.  H.  Jones,  Exeter  University,  that 
the  percentage  is  around  60  per  cent).  Any 
diminution  of  this  service  due  to  pharmacy 
closures  would  lead  to  an  increased  de- 
mand on  the  general  medical  service,  thus

giving  rise  to  additional  costs  from  the 
greater  number  of  prescriptions  issued 
and  the  extra  receptionists  and  other  para- 
medical personnel  needed  at  surgery  level. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  range  of 
services  could  be  extended  and  the  geo- 
graphical distribution  of  pharmacies  im- 
proved then  there  would  be  a  reduction 
in  the  trivial  and  unnecessary  demands 
being  made  on  the  GP  and  a  reduction 
in  the  costs  for  pharmaceutical  services 
and  the  cost  of  surgery  level  personnel. 
The  following  recommended  actions 
could  improve  the  quality  of  the  health 
care  services: 

(1)  Certain  of  the  medicines  currently 
being  proposed  as  prescription  only  medi- 
cines should  be  transferred  to  the  phar- 
macy only  list.  This  would  increase  the 
therapeutic  range  which  the  pharmacist 
could  use  and  so  further  reduce  the  costs 
of  medicines  prescribed  under  the  health 
service.  There  would  need  to  be  adequate 
safeguards  by  requiring  the  supply  only 
under  certain  conditions  of  quantity  etc, 
and  records  in  a  special  prescription  book 
would  be  obligatory. 

(2)  Programmes  of  health  education  should 
be  used  to  educate  the  public  to  regard 


medicines  as  substances  requiring  special 
care  and  to  acquaint  it  with  the  need  to 
seek  advice  from  a  person  with  knowledge 
of  the  health  sciences.  The  public  should 
be  made  aware  of  all  available  sources  of 
objective  advice  on  health  matters  and  of 
the  expertise  available  to  it  from  the  com- 
munity pharmacist. 

(3)  All  advertisements  for  proprietary 
medicines  should  be  banned  and  the  pub- 
lic protected  from  all  promotional  activity 
designed  to  encourage  the  purchase  of 
medicines.  The  cost  of  the  advertisements 
and  promotional  activity  add  considerably 
to  the  prices  charged  for  proprietary  medi- 
cines and  encourages  excessive  and  often 
inappropriate  medication. 

(4)  Inclusion  of  the  community  pharmacist 
in  the  domiciliary  health  care  team,  with 
his  involvement  in  proper  storage  of  drugs 
and  the  taking  of  prescribed  medicines  by 
those  unable  to  care  for  themselves, 
should  be  rewarded  with  additional  re- 
muneration. All  other  non-dispensing 
duties  should  also  be  rewarded  by  terms 
negotiated  prior  to  the  introduction  of  a 
new  contract  for  the  provision  of  a 
general  pharmaceutical  service  which 
would  replace  the  present  contract  for  a 
dispensing  only  service. 

The  most  effective  use  of  resources  in 
health  care  has  been  shown  to  result  from 
small  units  where  personalities  are  seen 
to  be  related  to  occupational  efficiency. 
The  pharmaceutical  profession  claims  that 
widely  distributed  community  pharmacies 
are  the  most  economical,  readily  avail- 
able and  efficient  and  therefore  the  most 
important  channels  for  the  distribution 
of  medicines.  The  linking  of  advice  with 
patient  care  ensures  the  best  return  for  the 
expenditure  of  public  funds. 


IPU  favours  improved  service  to  public 


Serious  consideration  should  be  given 
during  1977  to  the  removal  of  value  added 
tax  from  all  medicines,  the  question  of 
pharmacy  going  "completely  professional" 
and  the  development  of  a  total  national 
health  service,  Mr  A.  Coleman,  chairman 
of  the  Irish  Eastern  Region  Pharmacists 
Association  told  the  recent  annual  meet- 
ing. But  Mr  Coleman  wondered  whether 
pharmacists  who  qualified  by  diploma 
were  equipped  to  deal  adequately  with  all 
the  problems  that  might  arise  from  the 
latter  proposals. 

Reviewing  activities  for  1976,  he  stressed 
the  importance  of  having  all  pharmacists 
in  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Union — 
including  married  women  pharmacists 
(even  though  they  may  not  be  actively 
practising  at  the  moment)  and  retired 
pharmacists.  The  employee  section  of  the 
IPU  was  well  organised. 

On  the  question  of  a  total  pharma- 
ceutical service,  the  chairman  spoke  of  the 
recent  operation  of  a  Christmas  rota  which 
had  worked  well  in  some  areas ;  the  possi- 
bility of  "late  night"  service  was  also 
discussed.  It  had  already  been  intimated 
in  some  circles  that  pharmacy  was  not 
giving  a  total  service  to  the  public  and 
the  IPU  favoured  an  improvement  in  the 
jinterest  of  the  public  and  of  professional- 
ism. The  question  of  a  total  "closed  day" 
for  pharmacies  in  the  region  would  be 
considered  during  1977. 


The  pension  scheme  had  now  been 
taken  up  by  a  good  percentage  of  mem- 
bers and  the  Arbitration  Board  had  been 
reactivated  and  if  necessary  could  be  used 
"when  all  else  failed". 

The  motion  on  the  geographical  distri- 
bution of  pharmacies  and  the  limitation  of 
contracts  proposed  by  the  Region  at  the 
last  IPU  annual  meeting  and  adopted  was 
now  a  major  policy,  and  discussion  with 
the  Department  of  Health  was  now  at  an 
advanced  stage.  Discussion  covered  ration- 
alisation in  sectors  of  high  density  popula- 
tion and  a  better  spread  of  pharmacies  in 
areas  which  are  deprived  of  a  reasonable 
or  any  pharmaceutical  service. 

Presenting  the  secretary's  report,  Mr 
P.  J.  Finnerty,  said :  "Many  of  the  younger 
pharmacists  are  aspiring  to  standards 
which  we  hear  about  in  some  EEC 
countries.  To  achieve  anything  like  these 
ideals  with  our  distribution  of  pharma- 
cies to  the  general  public,  our  population 
would  need  to  triple  or  quadruple  while 
the  number  of  pharmacies  would  need  to 
remain  static. 

Mr  George  Ledwith,  IPU  secretary 
general,  said  that  the  dispensing  fee  had 
been  50p  since  the  end  of  1975 — a  long 
time  without  change.  The  Union  had  noti- 
fied the  Minister  for  Industry  and  Com- 
merce of  its  intention  to  increase  the  fee

It  had  also  been 
decided  to  tie  the  fee  to  the  National 
Wage  Agreement,  which  would  increase 
the  50p  fee  to  57p.  An  additional  3p 
would  be  charged  on  every  prescription 
to  compensate  for  broken  bulk.

Fees  claimed 
falsely  by 
pharmacists? 

Allegations  that  Irish  pharmacists  were 
claiming  late  fees  for  hours  already 
covered  by  their  contract  of  service  were 
made  by  the  General  Medical  Services 
Payments  Board  at  a  recent  meeting  with 
the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Union. 

In  his  report  to  the  Union's  National 
Executive  General  Committee  the  secre- 
tary general,  Mr  George  Ledwith,  said 
statistics  presented  by  the  Payments  Board 
alleging  an  increase  in  the  number  of  late 
fee  claims  led  to  involved  and  protracted 
discussion  with  the  Board.  He  added, 
however,  that  IPU  officers  disputed  the 
Board's  figures  to  the  extent  that  the 
Standing  Committee  agreed  that  more 
accurately  based  and  relevant  figures 
should  be  submitted  to  a  future  meeting. 

"It  emerged  from  the  discussions  that 
there  is  a  need  to  re-educate  some  pharma- 
cists and  an  even  larger  number  of 
doctors  in  many  of  the  basic  aspects  of 
the  GMS  scheme",  Mr  Ledwith  told  the 
NEC.  "The  Payments  Board  will  shortiy 
provide  the  Union  with  examples  of 
alleged  abuses  by  pharmacists  and  will 
indicate  the  incidence  and  the  spread  rele- 


Overseas  news  

Hungarian  patients  to  pay 
percentage  of  drug  costs 

The  rules  governing  the  purchase  of  medi- 
cines within  the  framework  of  the  Hun- 
garian State  Health  Insurance  Scheme 
have  been  modified.  The  changes  are  to 
simplify  the  prescription  and  purchase  of 
medicine  and  the  public  will  pay  15  per 
cent  of  the  normal  retail  price  of  a  drug, 
with  a  minimum  charge  of  £0-18L  Previ- 
ously the  minimum  charge  was  £0  44. 

A  C&D  correspondent,  recently  in 
Hungary,  writes  that  the  decree  divides 
medicines  into  three  categories — those  that 
can  be  bought  without  prescription,  those 
that  can  be  bought  on  up  to  four  occa- 
sions on  one  prescription  and  those  need- 
ing a  prescription  for  each  purchase.  For 
chronic  conditions  such  as  asthma,  dia- 
betes, glaucoma  or  epilepsy,  the  patient 
can  get  the  drug  free.  Baby  foods  are  also 
free  and  old  people  who  need  medicines 
for  geriatric  complaints  will  pay  less  than 
the  standard  15  per  cent  of  retail  price. 

Until  now.  prescriptions  have  been 
necessary  even  for  drugs  that  could  be 
bought  legally  without  them.  It  is  hoped 
that  these  changes  will  lessen  the  adminis- 
trative burden  on  doctors  because  a  quar- 
ter of  patients  only  visit  him  to  get 
prescriptions.  Under  the  new  rules  such 
visits  will  be  unnecessary  for  many  drugs 
and  less  frequently  for  others.  The  medi-

The  Department  of  Health  said  total 
claims  submitted  by  doctors  for  late  fees 
had  decreased  from  13  per  cent  to  eight 
per  cent  after  the  medical  organisations 
published  facts  relating  to  the  allegations. 

"It  may  be  appropriate  therefore  for 
the  Union  to  take  more  positive  steps  to 
highlight  to  members  the  risks  which  they 
may  run  by  a  too  liberal  interpretation  of 
GMS  regulations",  Mr  Ledwith  concluded. 

Veterinary  drugs  policy 

The  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Union  has  issued 
a  statement  to  clarify  its  policy  on  the 
sales  and  distribution  of  veterinary  pro- 
ducts in  the  Republic.  Issued  by  the 
Veterinary  Committee  of  IPU,  the  state- 
ment says : 

"The  declared  policy  of  the  Veterinary 
Committee  of  the  IPU  is  that  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  are  the  legal  custodians 
and  suppliers  of  all  drugs  and  medicines 
subject  to  statutory  control.  Pharmacists 
are  equipped  by  training  and  experience 
to  give  expert  professional  advice  to 
farmers  and  stockmen  in  the  use  and 
storage  of  drugs  and  medicines  for  the 
treatment  of  their  animals.  Drugs  and 
medicines  should  also  be  available  to 
veterinary  surgeons  for  the  treatment  of 
animals  under  their  care. 

"Veterinary  antibiotics  should  be  avail- 
able on  sale  from  pharmacies  only  with 
the  legal  requirement  for  farmers  and 
stockbreeders  to  sign  a  register  at  the 
point  of  sale.  This  ensures  quality  pro- 
ducts stocked  in  ideal  conditions  and 
guarantees  expert  professional  advice  to  all 
users.  Veterinary  antibiotics  should  only 
be  available  to  veterinary  surgeons  for  the 
treatment  of  animals  under  their  care". 


cines  for  which  a  new  prescription  is 
required  for  each  purchase  are  primarily 
foreign  drugs,  antibiotics,  hormone  prepa- 
rations and  narcotics. 

The  announcement  could  mean  more 
pharmacies  opening  up  to  alleviate  the 
overburdened  ones.  About  £5m  more  will 
have  to  be  paid  to  pharmacists. 

US  proposal  to  ban  dyes 
from  certain  drugs 

The  US  Food  and  Drug  Administration  is 
proposing  that  the  colour  Yellow  No  5 
(tartrazine)  be  prohibited  in  drugs  used 
frequently  by  allergy-prone  people.  The 
ban  would  apply  to  five  categories  of 
non-prescription  drugs  (analgesics,  anti- 
histamines, cough-cold  remedies,  anti- 
asthmatic drugs  and  nasal  decongestants 
taken  orally)  and  to  seven  categories  of 
prescription  drugs  (the  previous  five  plus 
steroidal  and  non-steroidal  anti-inflam- 
matory drugs). 

Foods  containing  the  dye  would  have  to 
be  labelled  as  such.  Drugs  coloured  with 
it  would  have  to  carry  the  warning:  "This 
product  contains  FD&C  Yellow  No  5 
which  may  cause  al'.ergic-type  reactions  in 
certain  susceptible  people." 

Allergic  responses  to  Yellow  No  5  are 
said  to  occur  mainly  in  people  allergic  to 
aspirin.  There  is  no  evidence  of  allergic 
reactions  from  its  use  on  the  skin,  so  the 
proposed  regulations  do  not  apply  to 
externally-applied  drugs  or  cosmetics.

proposals:  new 


Draft  regulations  based  on  proposals  made 
last  May  (C&D,  May  15,  1976,  p700)  have 
been  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security.  They  take  the  form 
of  an  amendment  to  the  Medicines  (Label- 
ling) Regulations  1976  (C&D,  October  30, 
1976,  p582),  expected  to  be  made  in  April 
in  advance  of  the  implementation  of  Part 
3  of  the  Medicines  Act.  It  is  proposed  that 
a  single  consolidating  instrument  will  be 
made  after  the  instruments  implementing 
Part  3  of  the  Medicines  Act  have  come 
into  operation. 

The  main  provisions  are  as  follows.  The 
dates  specified  in  the  1976  regulations  are 
set  back  by  three  months.  The  warning 
"Keep  out  of  the  reach  of  children"  (or 
similar  wording)  will  be  required  on  the 
containers  of  all  medicinal  products,  in- 
cluding dispensed  products,  except  for 
small  containers  and  strip  packs  provided 
the  words  appear  on  the  package.  For  dis- 
pensed products  this  requirement  will  come 
into  force  on  April  1,  1979. 

Aspirin  derivatives 

Human  medicines  on  a  general  sale  list 
containing  aloxiprin,  aspirin  or  parace- 
tamol shall  be  labelled  "If  symptoms  per- 
sist, consult  your  doctor"  and  the  recom- 
mended dosage,  except  where  the  product 
is  for  external  use  only.  If  it  contains 
aloxiprin  it  shall  carry  the  words  "Con- 
tains an  aspirin  derivative",  and  if  it 
contains  aspirin  or  paracetamol  the  words 
"Contains  aspirin"  or  "Contains  paraceta- 
mol" and,  in  the  latter  case,  "Do  not 
exceed  the  stated  dose".  Veterinary  drugs 
containing  aspirin  or  aloxiprin  shall  also 
be  labelled  "Unsuitable  for  cats",  and 
these  words  shall  appear  on  veterinary 
drugs  containing  salicylamide. 

Medicinal  products  to  which  Section  52 
of  the  Medicines  Act  applies  (ie  products 
which  may  only  be  sold  under  a  phar- 
macist's supervision)  should  carry  the  letter 
"P"  inside  a  rectangle,  and  generally  the 
phrase  "Warning.  Do  not  exceed  the  stated 
dose".  If  the  product  is  for  asthma  or 
other  conditions  associated  with  bronchial 
spasm  or  contains  ephedrine,  it  shall  be 
labelled  "Warning.  Asthmatics  should  con- 
sult their  doctor  before  using  this  pro- 
duct". If  the  product  contains  any  of  the 
following  substances:  antazoline,  bami- 
pine,  bromodiphenhydramine,  brom- 
pheniramine, buclizine,  carbinoxamine, 
chlorcyclizine,  chlorpheniramine,  cinna- 
rizine,  clemastine,  clemizole,  cyclizine, 
cyproheptadine,  dimenhydrinate,  dimethin- 
dene,  diphenhydramine,  diphenylpyraline, 
doxylamine,  embramine,  hyoscine,  isothi- 
pendyl.  mebhydrolin,  meclozine,  mepyra- 
mine,  methapyrilene,  phenindamine,  pheni- 
ramine,  phenyltoloxamine,  promethazine, 
pyrrobutamine,  thenyldiamine,  tripelenna- 
mine  and  triprolidine,  it  shall  be  labelled 
"Warning.    May    cause    drowsiness.  If

affected  do  not  drive  or  operate  machinery. 
Avoid  alcoholic  drink".  (This  is  a  change 
from  the  previously  proposed  wording: 
"Avoid  alcohol.")  If  the  product  is  for 
external  use,  it  shall  be  labelled  "For 
external  use  only". 

The  previously  proposed  warning  "Multi- 
ple warts  should  not  be  treated  with  this 
preparation  except  under  medical  supervis- 
ion" for  products  containing  podophyllum 
resin  has  been  deleted,  and  where  neces- 
sary this  point  will  be  covered  by  product 
licence  requirements. 

If  the  product  contains  hexachlorophane, 
it  shall  be  labelled  "Not  to  be  used  for 
babies"  or  a  warning  that  it  is  not  to  be 
administered,  except  on  medical  advice,  to 
a  child  under  two.  Veterinary  drugs  con- 
taining hexachlorophane  should  carry  a 
warning  against  use  in  lactating  cattle  and 
a  warning  that  protective  clothing  should 
be  worn  by  the  operator  when  adminis- 
tering the  product. 

Containers  of  prescription-only  medi- 
cines (Section  58  of  the  Act),  when  sold 
by  retail,  should  be  labelled  with  the 
letters  "POM"  in  a  rectangle. 

A  new  provision  is  that  where  a  veterin- 
ary drug  has  been  licensed  for  sale  or 
supply  only  in  Great  Britain  or  only  in 


Law  for  retailers 


by  Nemean 

This  Act  became  effective  on  December 
29  1975.  Its  object  was  to  eliminate 
discrimination  between  men  and  women 
with  regard  to  pay  and  other  terms  and 
conditions  of  employment.  The  main  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  are  framed  with  regard 
to  women  and  their  treatment  relative  to 
men,  but  are  to  be  read  as  applying 
equally  in  the  converse  case  to  men. 

Provisions  of  the  Act 

The  Act  requires  that  women  shall  be 
treated  equally  with  men  in  the  same 
employment,  for: 

□  work  of  the  same  or  broadly  similar 
nature;  or 

□  work  which  may  be  different  but  is 
given  a  similar  value  under  a  job  evalua- 
tion exercise. 

It  shall  be  a  term  of  the  contract  under 
which  a  woman  is  employed  at  an  estab- 
lishment in  Great  Britain  that  she  is  given 
equal  treatment  with  men  in  the  same 
employment.  The  Act  also  provides  that 
discrimination  shall  be  removed  from 
collective  agreements,  employees'  wage 
structures,  and  statutory  wages  orders 
where  any  previously  applied  specifically 
to  men  or  women  only. 


Northern  Ireland,  a  statement  to  that  effect 
should  appear  on  the  container  (except  in 
the  case  of  a  strip  pack)  and  the  package. 

Small  containers  of  nominal  capacity 
not  exceeding  10ml  which  are  immediately 
enclosed  in  a  package  are  exempted  from 
the  above  requirements  for  medicines 
covered  by  Sections  52  and  58  of  the  Act 
provided  the  specified  wording  appears  on 
the  package. 

The  earlier  proposal  for  the  use  of  the 
symbol  "PML"  on  certain  veterinary  pro- 
ducts has  been  dropped,  and  it  is  now  pro- 
posed that  the  containers  and  packages  of 
veterinary  drugs  specified  in  Schedules  1 
and  2  of  the  proposed  Medicines  (Exemp- 
tions from  Restrictions  on  the  Retail  Sale 
or  Supply  of  Veterinary  Drugs)  Order 
shall  bear  the  letters  "PML"  in  a  rect- 
angle ;  veterinary  drugs  specified  in 
Schedule  3  of  the  Order  should  bear  the 
letters  "POM"  in  a  rectangle.  Since  it  is 
necessary  to  make  these  regulations  before 
the  Order,  it  is  proposed  to  make  provision 
for  this  at  the  same  time  that  the  Order 
and  other  instruments  implementing  Part 
3  of  the  Medicines  Act  are  made.

If  discrimination  occurs  between  an 
employer  and  an  individual  with  regard 
to  their  rights  under  this  Act,  the 
employee,  or  a  trade  union  official  acting 
on  his  or  her  behalf,  may  apply  to  an 
industrial  tribunal  for  a  decision,  or  the 
case  may  be  referred  to  the  Industrial 
Arbitration  Board  for  a  decision.  The 
Secretary  of  State  for  Employment  may 
refer  to  the  Industrial  Arbitration  Board 
if  he  believes  women  are  being  unequally 
treated.  If  the  discrimination  does  not 
relate  to  money,  and  whether  or  not  it  is 
in  the  form  of  a  contractual  agreement, 
it  may  be  dealt  with  under  the  Sex  Dis- 
crimination Act  1975. 

The  Equal  Pay  Act  extends  to  all  per- 
sons employed  under  a  contract  of  service 
or  apprenticeship  and  has  no  restrictions 
as  to  age  or  length  of  service.  The  main 
exemptions  from  the  Act  are  those  em- 
ployed in  Northern  Ireland  or  those 
wholly  or  mainly  employed  outside  Great 
Britain.  The  Armed  Forces  and  Police 
are  also  excluded.

men  and  women  in  relation  to  pay.  Exper- 
ience of  practice  in  pharmacy  today  shows 
that  this  is  so. 

Onus  of  proof 

When  a  case  is  taken  to  the  Industrial 
Tribunal,  it  is  up  to  the  appellants  to 
show  that  they  have  the  right  to  equal 
treatment,  but  then,  if  the  situation  is  not 
remedied,  the  employer  must  show  that 
the  difference  is  due  to  genuine  material 
differences  other  than  the  difference  of 
sex  between  one  case  and  another.  The 
onus  of  proof  is  on  the  employer  to 
demonstrate  that  the  difference  of  pay  or 
terms  and  conditions  is  justified. 

Women  so  far  have  lost  no  fewer  than 
65  per  cent  of  the  cases  they  have  taken 
to  an  industrial  tribunal  claiming  equal 
pay  with  male  colleagues.  This  has  caused 
many  to  believe  that  the  Equal  Pay  Act 
is  not  working  as  it  should.  The  first  case 
to  fail  was  that  of  a  female  stock  con- 
troller at  a  decorating  firm  who  asked  for 
equality  with  her  male  stock  controller 
colleague.  Because  of  the  man's  greater 
experience,  which  required  less  super- 
vision, she  lost  her  case.  There  was  another 
case  where  women  factory  inspectors 
were  refused  equal  pay  because  their  male 
colleagues  were  involved  in  inspections 
which  if  faulty  "could  involve  the  com- 
pany in  grave  financial  loss".  Another 
case  was  the  well  publicised  one  of  the 
women  workers  at  the  Trico  Wiper  blade 
factory  who  recently  lost  their  claim  for 
pay  parity. 

Job  similarity 

One  of  the  major  obstacles  in  the  imple- 
mentation of  this  Act  is  the  difficulty  in 
interpretation  of  phrases  such  as  "broadly 
similar".  A  female  community  officer  was 
refused  equal  pay  with  a  male  play 
leader  because  her  work  entailed  more 
responsibility  and  less  holiday.  The  Tri- 
bunal argued  that  there  was  not  enough 
similarity  in  the  job  to  warrant  having  the 
same  wage.  But  as  the  lady  chairman  of 
the  Equal  Opportunities  Commission  says, 
"this  legislation  is  new,  and  cannot  be 
expected  to  solve  everything  at  once". 

The  tide  may  now  be  turning.  On 
October  12,  1976,  six  waitresses  were  held 
on  appeal  to  be  entitled  to  equal  pay  with 
a  waiter  doing  similar  work,  even  after 
their  employers  had  promoted  him  to  a 
different  job— banqueting  manager.  The 
award  was  back  dated  to  December  29, 
1973,  when  his  Act  was  implemented. 


OFT  investigates  2709 
complaints  on  toiletries 

There  were  2,709  consumer  complaints  to 
the  Office  of  Fair  Trading  involving  toilet 
requisites,  soaps,  detergents,  etc,  in  the 
year  to  September  1976  (2,732  complaints 
in  the  previous  year). 

When  consumer  complaints  in  all  cat- 
egories were  analysed  by  criminal  legisla- 
tion, most  (33,792)  came  within  the  Trade 
Descriptions  Act  1968  (33,525  the  previous 
year),  according  to  the  "Annual  Report  of 
the  Director  General  of  Fair  Trading 
1976"  (HM  Stationery  Office,  £165).  74 
came  within  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act  1973  and  12  within  the  scope  of  the 
Medicines  Acts. 


'Investigation'  award  open 
to  hospital  pharmacists 

Janssen  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  have  announ- 
ced a  new  £500  award  of  the  Guild  of 
Hospital  Pharmacists  designed  to  en- 
courage pharmacists  to  undertake  investi- 
gational work  of  importance  to  the 
practice  and  science  of  hospital  pharmacy. 
The  projects  will  be  selected  by.  the  Guild 
Council. 

The  first  Janssen  Award  is  open  to  all 
pharmacists  currently  employed  by  health 
authorities  or  other  public  bodies  and  is 
to  provide  facilities  for  carrying  out  an 
investigation:  "The  hospital  pharma- 
ceutical service — is  there  a  need  for 
extended  hours  of  service?"  The  project 
will  be  monitored  by  Professor  D.  A.

Dextropropoxyphene 
with  alcohol  'can  kill' 

The  dangers  of  dextropropoxyphene  as  a 
drug  of  dependence  and  cause  of  deaths 
due  to  overdosage  are  outlined  in  a  lead- 
ing article  in  the  British  Medical  Journal. 

Addiction  has  become  common  espec- 
ially in  the  United  States  of  America 
where  formal  controls  have  been  intro- 
duced in  many  hospitals,  the  article  states. 
Convulsions,  loss  of  consciousness  and 
respiratory  and  cardiac  depression  are 
symptoms  of  acute  toxicity.  Deaths  have 
occurred  mainly  when  too  much  dextro- 
propoxyphene has  been  taken  with  central 
nervous  system  depressants — particularly 
with  alcohol. 

Doctors  should  emphasise  to  the  patients 
that  alcohol  should  be  avoided  when 
taking  the  drug  and  patients  taking  other 
CNS  depressants  should  be  given  an 
alternative  to  dextropropoxyphene,  the 
article  says.  Care  should  be  taken  when 
prescribing  for  pregnant  women  and  for 
patients  with  personality  or  psychological 
disorders.  According  to  the  BMJ  no  sub- 
stantial scientific  evidence  has  shown  that 
dextropropoxyphene  has  advantages  over 
many  other  analgesics  with  little  or  no 
central  action. 


Overloaded 

We  are  all  aware  of  the  slackness  in  the 
retail  trades,  but  I  have  today  met  the 
best  way  yet  to  load  retailers  with  even 
more  stock — promise  to  uplift  and  credit 
all  present  stock,  and  to  replace  it  with 
a  new  repackaged  range.  Commendable 
and  progressive,  one  may  think,  but  to 
have  to  take  a  fixed  parcel,  in  excess  of 
£100  at  cost,  plus  VAT,  to  replace  per- 
fume stocks  obviously  run  down  after 
Christmas  trading? 

Ten  marks  out  of  ten  to  the  fine  fra- 
grance division  of  Shulton  (GB)  Ltd,  for 
trying,  but  they  won't  catch  me,  or  any 
other  readers,  1  hope.

A  spokesman  for  Shulton  points  out  that 
the  company  is  encouraging  retailers  not 
to  return  stock  by  offering  a  dozen  tablets 
of  soap  (£140  each  retail)  as  a  bonus  on 
top  of  the  parcel  if  they  retain  the  old 
packs  themselves.  The  £100-plus  parcel 
— which  is  flexible  in  its  composition — 
plus  the  bonus  provide  a  profit  of  49  1 
per  cent  on  return.  The  spokesman  adds 
that  the  offer  is  being  well  accepted  by 
the  trade — and  if  the  retailer  does  not 
wish  to  take  advantage  of  it,  there  is  no 
pressure  on  him  to  do  so. 


Barclaycard  design  changes 

The  design  of  Barclaycard  will  change 
from  mid-April  to  incorporate  the  word 
"Visa"  on  the  front  and  the  signature 
panel  on  the  reverse. 

The  blue,  white  and  gold  colour  scheme 
will  be  retained  but  the  letters  "BAC" 
will  be  replaced  by  "BWG".  The  purpose 
of  the  changes  is  to  give  the  card  an 
international  identification  but  will  not 
affect  the  retailer  unless  he  advertises  the 
card  in  which  case  the  advertisement  may 
need  to  be  changed. 

For  a  nominal  charge  companies  can 
purchase  a  Barclaycard  for  employees, 
identical  to  the  personal  cards  and  bear- 
ing the  employee's  name. 
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Unichem  membership  up 
by  a  fifth  to  top  3,000 

Unichem's  shareholder  membership  has 
shown  an  '"unexpectedly"  high  rise  of  20 
per  cent  in  the  past  12  months  and  now 
exceeds  3,000,  the  target  figure  for  the  end 
of  1976.  Managing  director,  Peter  Dodd, 
says  that  membership  now  represents  over 
35  per  cent  of  independent  UK  pharma- 
cies. "I  would  like  to  be  able  to  claim 
that  this  achievement  was  due  entirely  to 
cur  membership  recruitment  drive,  but 
this  would  not  be  correct.  We  had,  of 
course,  planned  to  increase  membership, 
but  to  have  achieved  such  a  substantial 
increase  indicates  that  there  are  other 
factors  involved." 

Mr  Dodd  suggests  these  factors  include 
protection  against  inflation,  competition, 
and  the  effect  of  rising  overheads — and 
independents'  awareness  of  "the  risk  to 
their  own  businesses  represented  by  con- 
cerns who  even  now  may  well  be  viewing 
other  major  wholesalers  as  a  possible  tar- 
get for  take-over.  .  .  I  think  we  have 
reached  the  stage  where  the  very  real 
financial  benefits  offered  by  Unichem 
membership  are  no  longer  the  prime 
reason  for  joining  the  organisation.  It  has 
become  increasingly  clear  in  the  last  12 
months  that  our  strength  as  a  powerful 
independent  in  the  pharmaceutical  trading 
jungle  is  a  major  attraction  to  the  phar- 
macist— and  will  continue  to  be  so." 

Expansion  by  Shorebreeze 

The  acquisition  of  additional  premises 
near  their  manufacturing  facility  at  Milton 
Keynes  has  enabled  Shorebreeze  Ltd, 
plastic  vial  specialists,  to  double  their  pro- 
duction area  and  install  a  further  two 
injection  moulding  machines.  This,  says 
the  company,  will  enable  escalating  de- 
mand to  be  met  without  reducing  turn- 
round  time  on  orders — at  present  seven  to 
ten  days.  In  the  past  twelve  months,  the 
company  has  boosted  production  by  over 
100  per  cent  and  output  is  now  nearing 
an  average  of  2,500,000  vials  per  month. 

Du  Pont  expand  in  Europe 

Du  Pont's  photo  products  business  in 
Europe,  the  near  East  and  north  Africa 
showed  a  further  increase  in  1976.  Sales 
reached  $183m,  an  increase  of  17  per 
cent  over  1975,  of  which  half  was  due  to 
inflationary  influences  and  half  to  higher 
sales  volume.  Improvement  of  produc- 
tivity in  the  plants  in  West  Germany, 
Luxembourg,  the  UK  and  the  Nether- 
lands and  successful  research  programmes 
to  reduce  silver  in  medical  X-ray  film  re- 
sulted in  an  improved  cost  structure. 

Photo  systems,  including  X-ray,  graphic 
arts,  printing  plates,  industrial  products 
and  polyester  film  base  accounted  for  75 
per  cent  of  total  European  photo  product 
sales,  followed  by  electronic  products  and 


instruments.  German  sales  reached  $57m, 
15  per  cent  higher  than  the  previous  year. 
Among  the  European  export  countries 
France  reached  19  per  cent  and  the  UK 
15  per  cent  of  total  sales,  followed  by 
Italy  and  Sweden.  About  70  per  cent  of 
goods  sold  were  of  European  manufacture, 
the  remainder  being  imports  from  the 
parent  company's  plants  in  the  USA.

Pepper  at  peak  values 

London,  March  16:  With  continued  heavy 
demand  for  pepper,  quotations  for  Sara- 
wak white  and  black  reached  a  new 
peak  during  the  week.  Supplies  are  now 
hard  to  find,  it  being  the  time  of  year 
when  stocks  of  the  previous  year  are  run- 
ning out  and  new  crop  is  some  distance 
away.  Apart  from  pepper  most  spices 
were  quiet.  Among  botanicals  price 
movements  were  more  or  less  equally 
divided  among  rises  and  falls.  Dearer 
were  aloes,  benzoin,  Peruvian  cochineal, 
senega  and  ipecacuanha.  Lower  were 
buchu,  lemon  peel,  lobelia,  hydrastis  and 
vvitchhazel  leaves.  Balsams  were  mainly 
easier  with  the  exception  of  Peru. 

In  essential  oils  it  has  been  a  dull 
week  for  business.  Several  dealers  in  an 
attempt  to  move  arvensis  peppermint  put 
out  tempting  bids  but  little  interest  was 
shown  by  sellers.  There  were  offers  of 
Chinese  cassia  oil  for  shipment  at  £58 
kg  after  a  long  shortage.  Chinese  euca- 
lyptus and  citronella  were  firmer. 

After  a  flurry  of  price  changes  in 
pharmaceutical  chemicals  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  month,  conditions  have  now 
settled  down  and  no  changes  were 
reported  during  the  week.
